Ancient Jewish House of Worship In 
West End of London Is to Bs 
Demolished. 


The forthcoming demolition of Loa 
dpn’s oldest West End synagogue, sit 
uated behind His Majesty’s theater Ie 
St. Alban’s place. Haymarket, marks 
an interesting stage in London Jewry 
There are today in round figures a 
quarter of a million Jews in Great 
Britain, and of these 150,000 are resl 
dent in London. 
The 
metropolitan 
synagogues included in 
the 
United 
Synagogue number sixteen, but of 
these few have a more curious record 
than that of the W estern Synagogue. 
The synagogue owed its 
origin to 
Wolf Liepman of S t Petersburg and 
Baron de Symons, who lived in Bed­ 
ford row, and co-operated about th$ 
year 1768 in the establishment of a 
minyan, which met in 
the 
private 
house of Mr. Liepman for nearly thirty 
years. 
In 1793 a regular congregation was 
established—the first synagogue in the 
W est End of London—and 
a 
house 
w’as hired for the purpose in Den­ 
m ark’s court. 
It was known as the 
Denmark Court of W estminster Syna­ 
gogue, and stood on the site of the old 
Exeter 
hall, now 
covered 
by 
the 
Strand Palace hotel. 
It was in 1826 that the congregation 
acquired the premises in S t Alban’s 
place, and the present synagogue wap 
b u ilt The western synagogue was the 
only congregation under the Jurisdic­ 
tion of the ecclesiastical authorities 
which in the year 1841 refused to read 
the chief rabbi’s proclamation against 
the then newly-founded Burton street j 
synagogue.

At the outset Crawford sought to

might familiarize himself with their

Bellingham. Wash., Feb. 21.—When 
three passengers on a Great North­ 
ern passenger train undertook to re- 
s st one of a trio of bandits who en­ 
tered the day coach while the train 
was running along the edge of the 
hay, nine miles south 
of 
here last 
right at 7:30 
o’clock, 
the robber 
diew an automatic pistol 
and shot 
the men dead. 
Thomas B. Wadsworth, a Canadian 
Pacific conductor of Vancouver, Brit 
ish Columbia: R. L. Dee, of Bremer- 
ton, Was., and H. 
R. 
Anderson, a 
Gaveling salesman of Vancouver, are 
the dead men. 
It is believed 
the 
three bandits 
hoarded th© train 
at 
Burlington, a 
few' miles south of the place of the 
hold-up. They were seen to leave the 
smoking ear and enter the vestibule 
tetwreen it and the day coach, where 
they tied white handkerchiefs about 
their faces. 
One of the men entered 
the da\ 
coach and w\ulked to tl\e rear door, 
a second one stepped just Inside the 
coach, while the third remained in 
(hr vestibule. 
As the first man reached the rear 
door and started to lock it, the three 
men who were 
killed 
leaped from 
their seats and grappled 
with him. 
At (hat moment the robber who was 
at the forward end of the coach be­ 
na n shooting into the ceiling to put 
the lights cut. 
The robber 
grappling 
with 
the 
three men began, shooting. He fired 
ten shots. Lee wns the first man to 
fall. The next two shots killed Wads­ 
worth and Anderson. Lee was trying 
lo crawi behind the rear seat w’hen 
the robber turned the pistol on him 
and fired five or six shots into his 
back. None of the shots fired by the 
"sther bandit took effect, but he ter­ 
rorized the passengers 
and 
a half 
dozen women fainted. 
The man who killed the men ran 
back to the front of the* coach. 
As 
fie passed along several women pas­ 
sengers held 
their 
purses 
in the 
’’isle. 
Ile gathered up a handful of 
them and ran. 
The three bandits left the train to­ 
gether as it came to a stop from a 
signal given by the conductor, who 
had heard the snooting from another 
coach, and pulled the bell cord. 
Posses were formed 
here 
and a 
special train 
was 
rushed 
to 
the 
scene, but on account of the wilder­ 
ness of the country and the opportu­ 
nity to get away in a boart to the San 
Juan, islands, little hope is held out 
’or the speedy capture 
of the rob­ 
bers.

in 1913 for amount 
of 
cottonwood 
timber placed on the 
market, 
the 
quantity being approximately, 12,000,- 
000 feet, which, at $16.36 a thousand 
feet, wan worth $190,320. 
Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi 
are 
the 
only states which excelled Missouri 
in this respect. Th© output was that 
of 260 sawmills, according to a bul­ 
letin on ‘‘Missouri as a Cottonwood 
State,” which has just been complet­ 
ed by Commissioner John T. Fitzpat-' 
rick, of the bureau of labor statistics. 
In bulletins which are to follow will 
bo 
found 
further 
information 
on 
“Missouri as a Lumber State,” citing 
th© fact that the annual production 
of its 1,100 saw mills is larger than 
the stat© is generally given credit 
for. 
Cottonwood trees are found in ev­ 
ery Missouri county along the Mis­ 
sissippi rivers and their tributaries, 
but the heaviest producers ar© Pem­ 
iscot, Dunklin, Butler, New Madrid, 
Mississippi 
and 
Scott 
counties. 
Their species of tlinier is on*4 of the 
most important of the state. Twenty 
years ago it had hardly any value, 
blit today the wood 
is 
extensively 
used and the demand is generally in 
excess of the supply. The tree is OI 
very rapid growth. Forty years will 
produce 30,000 feet 
of 
cottonwood 
timber to the acre and twenty yean 
is sufficient for a growth which wil’ 
make a cutting of fair dimensions. 
The supply of cottonwood in Mis 
souri 
and 
elsewhere 
is 
becoming 
scarcer every year. 
It is Hoed for 
pulpwood, 
veneering, 
cooperage 
boxes, egg cases, baskets, trunks and 
other 
purposes. Missouri 
cooperage 
factories consume annually nearly a11 
the state produces. 
Bulk for bulk 
cottonwood is surpassed only by red 
gum. 
Its toughness 
and 
lightness 
gives it additional fitness for use in 
boxes and crates. 
In the bulletin Supervisor of Statis 
tics A. T. Edmonston, of the bureau 
of labor statistics, states that cotton­ 
wood is subject to rapid decay when 
exposed to the weather or when in 
contact with the soil, but It can be 
made durable by treatment with pre­ 
servatives which it will readily ab­ 
sorb because of its open porous ter- 
ture, and at comparatively small ex­ 
pense. 
Cottonwood, 
when 
treated 
with creosote, gives excellent service 
as fence posts. It has been tried out 
for railroad ties, but is better adapted 
for other uses. Creosoted cottonwood 
Is now used in many coal mines in 
the state for propping. 
"When cov­ 
ered with paint containing a liberal 
supply of oil, this timber series well 
for w eatherboard^. 
According to information furnished 
the Missouri bureau of labor statis­ 
tics, Missouri is one of the few states 
that still contains a liberal supply of 
cottonwood timber, the others being 
Louisiana, Arkansas and Mississippi. 
At one time huge cottonwood forests 
existed 
plentifully 
over 
Southeast 
Missouri, but that was in the days 
when wood was only considered use­ 
ful for fuel purposes. When the dis­ 
covery came that it could be easily 
veneered and was suitable for boxes 
and crates the demand for the tim­ 
ber 
commenced 
and grew rapidly. 
Mice, squirrel and rabbits feed on the 
bark 
of 
young 
cottonwood trees, 
gnawing around and forming a com­ 
plete circuit, thereby inflicting great 
damage to replanted forests of this 
species. 
Cottonwood, when properly 
fcasoned, is tasteless and odorless. 
Occasionally trees 
are 
encountered 
which 
have 
a 
tougher fiber than 
•thers, a condition which causes tear- 
tig in sawing and planing. The defect 
fi said to exist in the variety knowrt 
$s white cottonwood, which has a 
closer, thinner bark of dark color and 
Aiffers from the thick, rough, gray­ 
ish hark of th© yellow cottonwood.
